VERDICT A MYSTERY 


Washington. D. C.. Dec. 14.—The 


findings of the Scliley court of Inquiry 
•wore a great surprise to the people of 
Vashtngton In both official and pri- 
vate life. 
Schley's enemies were as 


much astonished as his friends at 
the sweeping condemnation visited 
noon him by the majority court. Al- 
though many of his friends hoped for 
a complete vindication they expected 
the court would censur him under 
two or three counts, but his most 
bitter opponents on the other hand 
did not believe that lite court would 
find against hi mon more than five 
find against htm on more titan five 
cno of the attaches of the Judge Ad- 
vocate's office stated In private con* 
veraatlon that In his opinion the court

•would confine Its censure to specifi- 
cations relative to the delay In pro- 
ceeding from Clenfucgos to Santiago 
the retrograde movement and the 
Schley-Hobson controversy. 


To Bring Libel Action 
It IcaUcd out today that 
Rear 


jfflmlral Schley will shortly Institute 
a libel suit against the publishing firm 
of D. Applcton & Co. of New York 
for giving currency an., circulation 
to Maclay's naval history containing 
the charges of cowardice made 
by 
}laclay against the rear admiral. This 
step has been urged upon Schley by 
his most conservative and his closest 
friends. 
Papers In the suit have 


already been prepared and will prob- 
ably be filed within a week. 


In a civil court before a Jury, It Is 


argued, that Admiral Schley cannot 
oi-ly expose the conspiracy of which 
"he has been the victim, but he can 
obtain that measure of justice which 
lias ben denied him by at least two 
ot his brothers In arms 
He can 


bring to-public view the names of all 
the naval officers from Crownlnahleld 
down who have been Instrumental 
In causing Mnclay to write Admiral 
Schley down as a coward, traitor and 
caitiff 
Neither the admiral nor his 


ft lends have the slightest doubt about 
the character of the vindication which 
lie will receive.as a result of the pro- 
ceeding. 


Schley Silent op'tho Verdict 
Scnley today Declined to say a 


word about the verdict. 
He could 


not be persuaded to discuss the court 


i Itp work or Its findings. 
He would 


not express an opinion about Admir- 
al Dewey's 'dissent and the admiral's 
splendid tribute to Schley's courage, 
and his right to claim that he was 
the comniander-ln-chlef of the battle 
of Santiago. 


Statement by Capt. Lemly 
Washington, Dec. 14.—The follow 


ing official statement was given out 
this afternoon by Captain 
Lemly.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—Rear 
lAdmlral Schley comes out of the court 
of Inquiry affair convicted on almost 
every count of the procept by a ma- 
jority of the court, but coupled with 
this sweeping condemnation is a re- 
markable and Individual eulogy by Ad- 
miral George Dev:ey, In which

hero of .Manila declares that Schley 
was In sole command at Santiago and 
that he Is entitled to the glory of 
that splendid victory. Admiral Dav.-ey. 
however, coincides with the court In 
the belief that In many tiling bctrjrc 
the battle Schley was blaniablo. hut 
ie differs with the court oii a number 
of points. Technically speaklas. Sshley 


Is olflclaltj condemned by a court of 
his brother officers, but they 'them- 
selves recommend that owing to the 
time which has elapsed there should 
be no further proceedings In the mat- 
ter.

Clcnfuegos or nqt.

One of the most famous widows liv- 


ing In the capital Is Mrs. Ulysses S. 
Grant. Her house on Massachusetts 
avenue Is one of the handsomest as 
•well as one of the best known resi- 
dences. In Washington. She purchased 
It from ex-Senator Edmunds, and It 
•was the house that Ulchnril Gluey oc- 
cupied when he entered ollk-ial life. U 
Is a structure of about fifteen rooms. Is 
built of pressed brick ami Is trimmed 
In brownstone. The Interior Is as band- 
some as the exterior. The furnishings 
are mostly historic, and Mrs. Grant de- 
lights to recall the associations that be- 
long to certain things, like rugs and 
vases, that are gifts from foreign per-. 
sonages. 


President Grant's widow Is now In 


licr nevcnty-Hftb year. Small In stature, 
sue Is bent with advancing years', but 
ber Interest In people and events has 
not been dimmed by age. Much of her 
personal supervision Is given to the din- 
ners and receptions held at her home. 
•Every afternoon she rests n few hours, 
and when she comes down stairs to 
welcome visitors she looks fresh and 
attractive. She attributes her health 
largely to the restful way In which she 
spends her summers. 
Each year she 


leaves Washington at the approach of 
•warm weather and goes to Coburg, n 
delightful little Canadian town on the 
north shore of Lake Ontario. There 
she and her daughter. Mrs. Sartorls, 
live 
together 
during the 
summer 


months, splendidly entertained by the 
Canadians, with whom both are very 
popular. 


Mrs. Grnnt Is devoted to.ber family, 


lier children and her grandchildren 
and carefully cherishes her love for 
the dead president. In speaking .of 
blui she always refers to him as "the 
general." No married couple ever lived 
closer to each other than did the 
Grants. To her he was always the 
dashing young lieutenant who wooed 
and won her before the past century 
bad attained Its meridian. She was 
perhaps his only coulldant. The two 
.were one In almost everything. She 
wns by his side through all the hard- 
ships of their early career, and when 
his fatal Illness came those qualities 
which had nt first endeared her to him 
became more and more nationally 
known, winning the unstinted admira- 
tion of the people. 


Mrs. Grant draws nn annual pension1 


of 55,000. but her Income Is far. more, 
for the royalties accruing from the sale 
of the general's memoirs are reported 
to have passed the half million murk. 
'Although practically deprived of her 
Bight, she Is still devoted to writing, 
her secretary, an orphan girl, whom 
she calls "my eyes" and who Is known 
to Mrs. Grant's friends as "Miss Ma- 
ry," doing the manual part of the la- 
bor. The feminine world will be de- 
lighted to learn that she Is rapldiy 
Hearing the conclusion of her own 
memoirs. She U un earnest, graceful

Bclmout was a remarkable alTalr. lint 


officially designated as a battle, simply 
an engagement.' The Federal troops 
onpixcd there had not before bci-n un- 
der lire. They lost'In killed fully one- 
Imlf ns many as wounded, an unusual- 
ly large proportion. The general aver- 
age during the war was one killed to 
three wounded. 
Five Infantry ' regi- 


ments participated, nnd four of them 
became noted during the war as fight- 
ing n-glmcnts and are Included In the 
300 regiments whose losses In killed 
•were excessive. Tho Scvcnt'i Iowa was, 
to\use n common but much abused ar- 
my expression. "literally cut to pieces." 
The proportion of killed to wounded In 
the Iowa ranks at Ht-lmout was over 
cm- nnd n.quarter to two. 
' 


The Confederate post at I'cltmmt. on 


the- Missouri side of the Mississippi, 
•was a point of observation for tin- 
ware Important position at Columbus, 
Ky. It consisted of a camp on the bluff 
surrounded by an abatis of fallen trees 
and when Orant attacked It on Nov. 7. 
ISfil, was manned by about ::.OOH men, 
•with six cannon. Grant had ".000 mi-ii. 
Grant's little army sailed from Cairo. 
111., on transports tn a landing about 
three miles above Helnmnt ami got 
ashore without alarming the enemy. 


After marching a mile, tljrough a 


wooded swamp the column reached a 
cornfield, and the Seventh Iowa deploy- 
ed as skirmisher* among the tall NtalUt 
to the farther edge of the- Held. A com- 
pany of Confederates was In hiding be- 
yond the Ik-Id and tired at the lowansl 


• killing one mnn. A line of battle wan 


quickly fornu-d. and the whole* com- 
mand 
moved 
onwarll 
through the 


•woods. The lighting was steady and 
continuous from that point to tin* Con- 
federate works. Tho way was obstruct- 
ed by heavy underbrush and fallen 
trees, and the men had to climb over 
or crutvl under the obstacles as best 
they could, the .while keeping a lookout 
for the enemy. In places the ground 
was swampy, nnd. between lighting, 
finding a road and waiting for the can- 
non to be dragged along with the col 
umn, the march was slow and dllllcult. 


The delay gave the enemy time to se- 


lect positions and get In good shots. 
At the end of a mile the whole line waft 
held-up by a new obstacle, a curt-of 
secondary river bank that formed a 
natural breastwork for the Confeder- 
ates. Grant's column had also got with- 
in range of the tleldpleces at Ik-Imont 
and of the heavy guns at Columbus, 
anil shot and shell tore through the for- 
est, giving the farm boys a taste of real 
•war. The Confederate rlllcmcn were, 
favored with picked shots, and (5rant's 
officers and men fell rapidly. 
The 


mounted men were chosen targets, and 
eeveral of the staff were unhorsed. 


niy's battery. The Seventh Iowa rush- 
ed Into the space and In a few mo- 
ments drove the gunners from their 
pieces with a tiot tire of bullets. 
A 


rush of tin- whole Hue precipitated a 
stampede In the enemy's'ranks, and 
Grant's men swarmed about the Hag- 
pole, tents and cannon like bees around 
an upturned hive.

the battle, as Grant himself declared, 
was soon turned Into a.Fourth of July 
orgy of bubbling eloquence. 


Kilt the Confederates bad not aban- 


doned the Missouri bank—only dropped 
down under the bluff out of range. 
No out? demanded tlielr surrender, for 
the victors seemed to think that tile 
position, tin- armament and the camp 
wero the soli- objective of the cam- 
paign." When the guns at Columbus at- 
tempted to tire upon the Invading mob 
at lEclmont. the xhots passed over, to 
the merriment of Grant's men. 
They 


changed tlielr tune, however, the mo- 
ment their enemies limler the river 
bank began to climb tall trees and send 
bullets Into the captured camp. 


About that time several steamers 


loaded with Confederates were seen In 
the river steering for the shore above 
Itclmonr. between Grant's column and 
the landing. Then began a general re- 
treat, and from that lime on until the 
transports were reached the march was 
one continuous brush light. The Con- 
federates were at home on the ground. 
Grunt's soldiers were nearly exhaust- 
ed by the excitement of the day and 
the labors of the march, but they gal- 
lantly fought their way to the landing. 
It was there that Grant's .hor.se per- 
formed the difficult feat of trotting 
rbourd over u single plank twelve or 
fifteen feet long.
